-was a young society girl, had watch-] 
ed the children assemble in twos and 
threes, wearing the same look of ex- 
pectant glee to be seen on the faces 
of her younger sisters when attend- 
ing birthday parties; she had noted 
their absolute and contented absorp- 
tion in the story, and she was much 
impressed by the ability of the young 
woman who told it in words of few 
syllables, sometmes pausing in the 
course of the story to explain the 
meaning of a new term to her audi- 
ence. 
The society girl went home 


recording a few mental reflections on 
the general inadequacy of a career 
made up of receptions and dinner 
parties, and the next day she went 
to a local university and inquired 
into its course in story-telling. Now, 
although she has not quite completed 
this course, she has already told sev- 
eral stories to the children of the 
settlement where she is demonstrat- 
ing her theory concerning the real 
lure of thp. Pied Piper. 


Story-telling ciasses are now pop- 


ular in every large American city. 
Kot only have the social settlement 
centers taken it up as a means of ed- 
ucating as well as entertaining the 
children, but the public libraries are 
employing 
professionals 
to 
teli 


stories several afternoons a week to 
the children who 
patronize 
their 


bookshelves. The stcrj-telling move- 
ment is attaining tremendous propor- 
tions. Most of the colleges are ad- 
\ertisingthe course as a part of their 
curriculum; it is the most 
talked- 


about feature of the normal classes, 
and even the high schools in many 
cities have added a belated story- 
telling course to next year's 
work. 


But the movement has not stopped 
with the children and the education 
of those who are to tell stories to 
children. 
In all the larger cities 


there are now story-telling leagues 
which are combined under the head 
of one big national league. 
These 


usually comprise a membership of 
from 25 to 50 members who arrange 
to meet on a certain night each week 
and tell stories — either stories tney 
ha\e read or stories of their own 
creation. 
Of course, so far as these 


are concerned, their benefit is merely 
one of amusement, being something 
in the nature of a fad. but in the 
case of the children the story and 
the story-teller are here to stay. 


The influence cf the story on the 


child has been generally recognizec 
throughout the ases, and varied and 
numerous have been the clever inven- 
tions of parents for the purpose o 
discipline. 
For a long time, in the 


opinion ot modern phychologists, the 


' American child not only 
was no 


spoiled but was neglected. 
He was 


regarded as a matter of course as a 
pernicious little animal with very lit 
tie intelligence who must be "seen 
and not heard" and whose naturally 
wicked instinct must be 
repressed 


and crushed. 
Therefore, when par 


ents indulged in creative flights o 
the imagination it uas almost al 
ways to the point. The stories deal 
with bad little boys who disobcyei 
their parents and thereby got strucl 
by lightning or drowned or eaten b, 
a bear.

From the City Executive 


WOKE THE PUBLIC IN EVANSVILLE, 


INDIANA. 


Direct remarks on the subject of munici- 


pal ownership are reported by The Evans- 
ville Press of September 7, 1914: 


"When a man works for the city he 


thinks he has a right to loaf on the job," 
said Mayor Bosse. "He doesn't give the 
service he would to a private corporation. 


"If the government owns everything, the 


ambition of the young men is taken away. 
The young man dreams of building up a 
business, but under government ownership 
he doesn't have the chance. 


"The idea nowadays is not to have com- 


petition in public utilities, but to compel the 
corporation to give good service. 


"It would not pay Evansville to levy a 


tax to buy a municipal plant. The people 
arc not earning more than 21 
/ 
/-% on their 


investment in the waterworks"! It would 
not pay Evansville to go any further into 
debt, if that is made possible. You could 
not sell bonds which would be a mortgage 
on the plant alone." 


These utterances came from a man with 


experience in government of a city, knowl- 
edge of the workings of municipal owner- 
ship and common horse sense. If they were 
applicable to the Indiana city, when agita- 
tors started out to saddle an electric light 
plant on the city, why aren't they appli- 
cable to Lima when agitators try to saddle 
^a telephone plant on the city? 


And "did you notice the last remark— 


"You could not sell bonds which would be 
a mortgage on the plant alone"? Perhaps 
those who expect to see nearly a million 
dollars in bonds on a telephone plant issued 
by a city already heavily bonded, sell like 
hot cakes, can answer that statement.
